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A BILL FOR AN ACT
CONCERNING STATUTORY CHANGES BASED ON THE101

RECOMMENDATIONS IN THE REPORT OF THE 2013-2015102
COLORADO CHILD SUPPORT COMMISSION.103

Bill Summary

(Note:  This summary applies to this bill as introduced and does
not reflect any amendments that may be subsequently adopted. If this bill
passes third reading in the house of introduction, a bill summary that
applies to the reengrossed version of this bill will be available at
http://www.leg.state.co.us/billsummaries.)

The bill makes several changes to the Colorado child support
guidelines and related statutes based on the work and final report of the
2013-2015 Colorado child support commission. The changes include:

! New legislation that permits the state child support
enforcement agency to discover and administratively seize
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insurance claim payments, awards, and settlements for the
purpose of meeting past-due child support obligations;

! Changes to the income adjustment formula when parents
are obligated to support children with multiple co-parents
and joint legal responsibilities for the children;

! An amendment to the definition of "shared physical care"
so that overall parenting time with a child is considered
rather than simply the number of overnights with a child;

! Changing the reasonable cost threshold percentage for the
enforcement of court-ordered medical support from 20% to
5%;

! Adding statutory language requiring the annual exchange
between parents of financial information, including
verification of child care expenses;

! Limiting the time period for which a party may seek
retroactive child support based upon a change in physical
care to 5 years; and

! Adding language regarding providing notice to possible
and presumptive fathers.

AWARDS, OR SETTLEMENTS FOR THE PAYMENT OF PAST-DUE CHILD2

SUPPORT OBLIGATIONS OR PAST-DUE MAINTENANCE OR MAINTENANCE3

WHEN COMBINED WITH CHILD SUPPORT OBLIGATIONS IS CONTINUING AND4

REMAINS IN EFFECT UNTIL SUCH AMOUNT IS SATISFIED OR IS RELEASED IN5

ENFORCEMENT AGENCY IS AUTHORIZED TO SERVE, BY FIRST-CLASS MAIL11

OR ELECTRONICALLY, IF MUTUALLY AGREED UPON, A NOTICE OF12

ADMINISTRATIVE LIEN AND ATTACHMENT ON ANY PERSON, INSURANCE13

COMPANY, OR AGENCY HOLDING INSURANCE CLAIM PAYMENTS, AWARDS,14

OR SETTLEMENTS THAT ARE OWED TO AN OBLIGOR. A COPY OF THE15

ADMINISTRATIVE LIEN AND ATTACHMENT SHALL BE PROVIDED TO THE16

OBLIGOR AND MUST INCLUDE INFORMATION ON THE OBLIGOR'S RIGHT TO17

OBJECT TO THE ADMINISTRATIVE LIEN AND ATTACHMENT AND TO REQUEST18

AN ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW PURSUANT TO RULES PROMULGATED BY THE19

STATE BOARD.20

(5)  ANY REMITTANCE OF MONEYS DEDUCTED OR WITHHELD BY A21

PERSON, INSURANCE COMPANY, OR AGENCY PURSUANT TO THIS SECTION22

MUST INCLUDE THE OBLIGOR'S NAME AND IDENTIFYING NUMBER AS23

ASSIGNED BY THE STATE CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT AGENCY OR THE24

FAMILY SUPPORT REGISTRY. THE MONEYS MUST BE REMITTED TO THE25

FAMILY SUPPORT REGISTRY PURSUANT TO SECTION 26-13-114.26

(6)  THE STATE CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT AGENCY MAY27
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RECOVER FROM THE MONEYS COLLECTED ANY FEES ASSESSED UPON THE1

STATE CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT AGENCY IN ITS EFFORTS TO ATTACH2

INSURANCE CLAIM PAYMENTS, AWARDS, AND SETTLEMENTS.3

For a parent with gross income of11

more than one thousand nine hundred dollars per month, the adjustment12

shall be IS seventy-five percent of the amount listed under the schedule13

of basic support obligations in paragraph (b) of subsection (7) of this14

section that would represent a support obligation based only upon the15

responsible parent's income, without any other adjustments for the16

number of other children for whom the parent is responsible. The amount17

calculated as set forth in this subparagraph (I) shall PARAGRAPH (b) MUST18

be subtracted from the amount of the parent's gross income prior to19

calculating the basic support obligation based upon both parents' gross20

income, as provided in subsection (7) of this section.21

(II)  The adjustment pursuant to this paragraph (b), based on the22

responsibility to support other children, shall not be made to the extent23

that the adjustment contributes to the calculation of a support order lower24

than a previously existing support order for the children who are the25

subject of the modification hearing at which an adjustment is sought.26

sub-subparagraph (C) of subparagraph (II) of paragraph (a) of subsection25

(5) of this section, or income from employment that is in addition to a26

full-time job or that results in the employment of the obligor more than27
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forty hours per week or more than what would otherwise be considered1

to be full-time employment. The existence of a factor enumerated in this2

section does not require the court to deviate from the guidelines and basic3

schedule of child support obligations but is MAY BE a factor to be4

considered in the decision to deviate. The court may deviate from the5

guidelines and basic schedule of child support obligations even if no A6

factor enumerated in this section exists DOES NOT EXIST.7
